A POLICE investigation has been 
launched after hundreds of neo-Nazis 
rallied to calls of “Sieg Heil” at a Blood 
and Honour rally near Ely. 

The neo-Nazi organisation is banned 
in many European countries and Rus¬ 
sia, but held the event on the weekend 
of September 23 and 24 in Hadden- 
ham to commemorate the death of its 
founder, Ian Stuart Donaldson, in a car 
crash in 1993. 

More than 300 skinhead Nazis from 
around Europe gathered to camp for 
two days and held a rave in a marquee, 
singing about Jews and performing 
Nazi salutes in response to the call of 
“Sieg Heil” from the stage - which was 
filmed. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “The complaint is that the 
video incites racial hatred so we will be 
investigating that.”

every one or two months in the UK, but 
this was a major event at which about 
three quarters of those there came 
from Europe. 

The event required a permit from 
East Cambs District Council and dur¬ 
ing the application process Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary was asked 
whether it had objections. 

The force said it had none and a 
spokesman told the Ely News that of¬ 
ficers “were aware of a possible right 
wing element” but that there was no 
“crime committed”. 

But campaigners say that from the 
footage that has emerged of the event, 
it is “very clear that multiple criminal 
offences have been committed” and 
urged the force to investigate. 

A spokesman for Campaign Against 
Antisemitism said: “It is staggering that 
in 2016 in Britain a police force is al¬ 


lowing neo-Nazis from a group banned 
across Europe to enter our country, use 
it as a haven for fascism, rally against 
Jews and then claim that no part of that 
was unlawful. 

“We are lodging a formal complaint 
and expect the conduct of the police 
officers concerned to be investigated, 
and the neo-Nazi perpetrators identifi¬ 
able from the video footage to be pros¬ 
ecuted for their crimes.” 

Richard Rose, a spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridge Unite Against Fascism, said: 
“Cambridgeshire is a diverse, welcom¬ 
ing county and this type of Hitler-wor¬ 
shipping, seig-heiling neo-Nazism is 
definitely not wanted here. 

“After the gig it became apparent that 
a few of the attendees were drinking in 
Ely. Unite Against Fascism and Stand 
Up to Racism activists immediately vis¬ 
ited the pubs in the area to ensure that 
the Nazis had departed, and worked 
with local anti-racists in distributing 
‘Refugees Are Welcome Here’ post¬ 
cards. These were well received by local 
people, shops and pubs.”

Pizza parlour 
plans lodged 


A FORMER bakery in Soham 
looks set to be turned into a 
pizza parlour. 

A firm called DPSK Ltd has 
applied to East Cambs Dis¬ 
trict Council for planning 
permission to change the 
use of 6, Churchgate Street 
- what was Fullers Bakers - 
into a hot food takeaway. 

The Ely News has been 
told by numerous sources 
that the plan is to turn the 
premises into a Domino’s 
pizza parlour, but neither 
Domino’s nor the district 
council were able to confirm 
that this week. 

In a statement to planners, 
DPSK Ltd’s agents, Pegasus 
Group, said: “The applica¬ 
tion seeks planning permis¬ 
sion for the change of use of 
the site from a bakery (Class 
Al) to a hot food takeaway 
(Class A5). 

“Planning permission is

also sought for the installa¬ 
tion of extraction/ventila¬ 
tion equipment in associa¬ 
tion with the takeaway and a 
replacement shopfront. 

“The site is a Grade II List¬ 
ed building. Therefore, list¬ 
ed building consent is also 
sought for the extraction/ 
ventilation equipment and 
other external alterations to 
the existing building. 

“The proposed takeaway 
will be occupied by a pizza 
operator. The proposed 
store will create a number of 
employment opportunities. 
The jobs will be part time 
and full time and employees 
will be sourced locally.” 

The agents say the change 
of use would have a “posi¬ 
tive” impact on Soham town 
centre. 


They said: “The proposed 
development would be com¬ 
pliant with both local and 
national planning policy. 

“Furthermore, it has been 
demonstrated that the hot 
food takeaway will not have 
an adverse impact on resi¬ 
dential amenity or to the 
surrounding highway net¬ 
work. 

“The proposed develop¬ 
ment is necessary to ac¬ 
commodate the occupation 
of the unit by a hot food 
takeaway and will make a 
positive use of a town centre 
unit and support the vital¬ 
ity and viability of Soham 
by maintaining a good level 
of footfall and providing job 
opportunities for the local 
residents.” 

A decision could be made 
within eight weeks. To have 
your say, visit eastcambs.

EDUCATION 

County ‘needs 
more schools’ 


AROUND 40 new schools 
need to be built in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire within the next 
four years in order to accom¬ 
modate the rising number 
of primary and secondary 
school pupils. 

That’s the message from 
Scape Group, a public sector 
owned, built environment 
specialist. 

According to research re¬ 
leased by the firm this week, 
nationally, two new schools 
must be created every day 
to meet the shortfall - and 
in Cambridgeshire 38 new 
schools need to be built by 
2020.

Local authorities are esti¬ 
mating there will be an ad¬ 
ditional 729,000 primary and 
secondary school pupils by 
2020, based on Department 
of Education statistics. 

The number of primary 
school pupils in England 
will rise 8.6 per cent by 2020, 
but the greatest growth will 
come from secondary school 
pupils, set to increase 12 per 
cent by 2020. 

Mark Robinson, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Scape Group, said: 


“The country will soon start 
to feel the full weight of the 
impending boom in pupil 
numbers, and we’re already 
seeing unprecedented pres¬ 
sure on school places. 

“A radical new wave of 
school-building must be a 
top priority for government.” 

Across England, authori¬ 
ties will have to find space for 
the equivalent of 12,209 ad¬ 
ditional primary classrooms, 
which equates to 1,744 
single form entry primary 
schools. A further 12,078 
secondary classrooms or 378 
new secondary schools will 
be needed.

DEVELOPMENT 

Plans for up 
to 500 homes 


A VILLAGE in East Cambs 
looks set to more than dou¬ 
ble in size as part of ambi¬ 
tious plans to set up anoth¬ 
er Community Land Trust 
(CLT) in the district. 

East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil is hoping to build up to 
500 new homes, as well as a 
primary school, community 
facilities and start-up busi¬ 
ness facilities, in Kennett. 

Palace Green Homes - the 
trading name for the coun¬ 
cil’s Local Authority Trading 
Company - has submitted 
a scoping opinion report to 
the authority’s planning de¬ 
partment regarding the pro¬ 
posed development for land 
south-west of 98-138, Sta¬ 
tion Road. 

The district council and 
Kennett Parish Council are 
working together to set up 
a CLT similar to the ones in 
places including Stretham, 
Soham and Witchford. 

A CLT is a non-profit or¬ 
ganisation, run by trustees, 
which has full ownership of 
what is built in a community, 
enabling local residents to 
have a greater say. 

If agreed, the new devel-

opment would more than 
double the size of the village. 
In 2013, Kennett’s popula¬ 
tion was 340. 

In the scoping opinion re¬ 
port, MLM Consulting Ltd, 
the Cambridge-based firm 
appointed by Palace Green 
Homes, said: “The aim of 
this Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA) Scoping 
Report is to provide East 
Cambs District Council with 
sufficient baseline environ¬ 
mental information and ini¬ 
tial assessment to establish 
which environmental issues 
are likely to be sufficient. 

“The site has an area of ap¬ 
proximately 90 hectares and 
is currently in agricultural 
use as arable farmland. 

“The proposals are expect¬ 
ed to be brought forward via 
an outline planning applica¬ 
tion in 2017 and are likely to 
comprise a phased develop¬ 
ment of up to 500 dwellings, 
a new primary school, other 
community facilities, strate¬ 
gic green infrastructure and 


commercial development 
opportunities.” 

The report adds: “The ap¬ 
plicant will work closely with 
Kennett Community Land 
Trust, who will own and 
manage the community as¬ 
sets within the development 
in the long term. 

“The requirements of the 
CLT will be an important 
factor in the considerations 
of the design team and there 
will be extensive community 
engagement and consulta¬ 
tion as part of the planning 
process.” 

The report says there is 
“growing demand for hous¬ 
ing in East Cambs” and that 
there is an “ongoing shortage 
of affordable housing”. 

Bosses at Palace Green 
Homes say they “firmly be¬ 
lieve that involving the com¬ 
munity in the design of new 
housing delivers real social 
and economic benefits”.

MONO-CROPPING is destroying 
our soils - maintained by agricultural 
chemicals like pesticides that are 
responsible for killing soil microbes, 
bees, butterflies, fish and birds. 

Synthetic fertilisers like anhydrous 
ammonia and mined fertiliser like 
phosphorous spawn algae blooms and 
ollute waterways. Over using weed 
illers like Round-up on Roundup- 
resistant GM crops has led to resistant 
weeds and environmental damage. 

Modern intensive animal farming 
exists to produce meat, eggs and 
dairy products as quickly as possible. 
Our current agricultural model has 
an array of hidden costs. Apart from 
being extremely cruel, it takes its toll 
on workers, residents in farming areas 
where these huge industrial sheds 
exist. It depletes natural resources 
that are non-renewable or slow to 
renew and dumps toxins into the 
atmosphere at an alarming rate. 

By the time you add up farm 
subsidies, crop insurance subsidies, 
biotech promotion, environmental 
clean-ups, health care costs for 
chronic diseases and antibiotic 
resistance, cheap food comes at an 
enormous price. Lack of investment 
in high quality food leads to higher 
medical expenditures both on an 
individual and global scale. 

How can we justify this kind of 
environmental damage in the name 
of efficient food production? In the 
end we cannot survive without a 
thriving ecosystem. Environmental 
activism is a call to self-preservation. 
It's not about tree hugging and placing 
plants and animals over humans. It's 
understanding that we cannot survive 
long without them. 

The industrial system can only 
survive as long as people keep buying 
their products. Regenerative farming 
can only flourish if people buy theirs. 
We have many smaller farmers in this 
area producing animals and plants 
in a much more sustainable and 
regenerative way. Local butchers and 
supermarkets who buy their meat 
from farmers who grass feed their beef 
and free range their pigs and chickens 
outside. Farmers who grow vegetables 
using minimal chemical inputs. Farm 
shops who sell these products. 

I am sure we as consumers can 
make a difference.

A FITNESS instructor from Ely 
is taking on the world’s highest 
mountain to raise money for a 
charity close to his heart. 

Tim Megginson, 29, will be put¬ 
ting his stamina to the test - and 
raising as much as he can for Ar¬ 
thritis Research UK - by taking on 
a gruelling trek up Mount Everest in 
Nepal. 

The trek will see Tim, who runs 
Body Shape Fitness Camp in Ely, 
and three of his friends - Nicky 
Taylor, 28, Jon Palmer, 30, and Tom 
Kynaston, 28, who are all from Ely - 
trekking from Katmandu to Mount 
Everest Base Camp - and back 
again. 

The intrepid group start their 
challenge on Saturday. Tim said: 
“Base Camp is 5,000m above sea 
level - roughly the same height as 
Mount Kilimanjaro. 

“In 2011, I was diagnosed with 
bone impingement issues in both 
of my hips and I had to have inter¬ 
vention surgery in both of them to 
prevent further bone and cartilage 


damage. 

“I still suffer with hip pain and 
have had to adapt all of my exercise 
around my conditions, and there 
are many activities and sports that 
I can no longer do as a result. 

“I want to raise £1,000 or more for 
Arthritis Research UK to help make 
sure other young adults can get the 


care they need to keep them active, 
and to support all new research for 
new interventions to improve bone 
conditions, surgery and to keep 
people active for as long as possi¬ 
ble. 

“It’s going to be a testing journey 
for my friends and I, and I’m sure 
I’ll be one of only a very few peo¬ 


ple to take on this feat after having 
both hips surgically reshaped, and 
battling ongoing pain and limita¬ 
tions.”

Former mayor 
wins by-election

FORMER Mayor of Ely John 
Yates, has regained a seat on 
the City of Ely Council. 

The father-of-three and 
grandfather-of-three, who 
has lived in Ely with his wife, 
Helen, for nearly 20 years, 
won the Ely North ward by- 
election last Thursday 

One of the ward’s six seats 
became vacant following the 
departure of Simon Pittock. 

Four people stood for the 
post - Cllr Yates (Independ¬ 
ent), Edward Bengt Carls - 
son Browne (Labour Party), 
Richard Gareth Llewelyn 
Morgan (no description) 
and Mark Cooney (Spotted 
in Ely). 

The total number of bal¬ 
lot papers counted was 855 
- representing a turnout of 
16.17 per cent. 

Cllr Yates won the elec¬ 
tion with 429 votes. Edward 
Bengt Carlsson Browne 
came second with 179 votes, 
Richard Gareth Llewelyn 
Morgan came third with 
124 votes and Mark Cooney 
came last with 118 votes.

The total number of re¬ 
jected ballot papers was five. 

Cllr Yates, who lost his seat 
for the Ely South ward in the 
last city council by-election, 
held in May last year, said: 
“I’m really chuffed; it’s a nice 
feeling and I’d like to thank 
everyone who voted for me. 

“I’m pleased to be back 
on the city council and look 
forward to representing my 
parishioners over the com¬ 
ing weeks and months.” 

Cllr Yates worked in the 
NHS up until his retire¬ 
ment and was Ely’s mayor in 
2011/12. 

Polling stations for the by- 


election opened at 7am and 
closed at 10pm. 

The venue for the count 
was the council chamber at 
East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil and the results were an¬ 
nounced by returning of¬ 
ficer, John Hill, at 11.03pm. 

As reported, the by-elec¬ 
tion will cost the city coun¬ 
cil around £12,000. It had to 
be held because 10 or more 
electors called for the seat to 
be filled. 

Many residents insisted 
the council would have been 
able to operate without the 
one seat being filled, and 
called for the by-election to 
be held at the same time as 
the county council elections 
next May, which would have 
cost considerably less. 

But chairman of the city 
council, Ian Lindsay, said: 
“The city council has suf¬ 
ficient reserves to pay for 
the election in this financial 
year. The election could not 
be avoided as far as the city 
council is aware.”

MIU petition

MORE than 8,000 people 
have now signed a petition 
in a bid to save Ely’s minor 
injuries unit from closing. 

A 6,345 signature-strong 
petition aimed at preventing 
minor injuries units (MIU) 
in Ely and Fenland from 
shutting was handed into 
the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) 
earlier this month. 

But, as reported, the focus 
is now on a second parlia¬ 
mentary petition, which the 
Government will be called 
to respond to, if 10,000 sig¬ 
natures are achieved. 

Campaigner Emma Wat¬ 
son, said: “With 3,313 online 
petitioners and more than

5,000 on paper, we’re now 
making a final push for our 
10,000 goal. 

“I would like to appeal to 
residents and visitors to the 
Ely area who have not yet 
signed the parliamentary 
petition, to please do so. 

“Although outpatient ser¬ 
vices have been secured for 
a year at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital (POW), our 
MIU is still very much under 
threat.” 

It was in July that a re¬ 
port written by the CCG was 
leaked saying that the MIUs 
at the POW Hospital in Ely - 


and Wisbech and Dodding- 
ton hospitals - are at risk of 
closing. 

Campaigners will be out 
on Ely Market Place with 
the petition on Saturday, or

A LITTLE boy who prompted his 
mum to dial 999 after hearing 
his elderly neighbour shouting 
for help in the night has won an 
award. 

Max Wilson, 4, from Ely, 
scooped the Star of the Year 
Award at this year’s Cambridge 
News Community Awards. 

The glitzy ceremony, organised 
by our sister paper, was held at 
Homerton College in Cambridge 
and saw some of the most self¬ 
less people in the region coming 
together to celebrate each other’s 
achievements. 

As reported in May, Max woke 
up in the middle of the night to 
hear his elderly next door neigh¬ 
bour calling for help. He got out 
of bed, went into his parents’ 
bedroom, and woke his mother 
up. 

She thought he’d just had a bad 
dream, and sent him back to bed 
- but then he reappeared a few 
seconds later to tell her he could 
still hear shouting. 

His mum, Holly, left the bed¬ 
room - and then she heard shout¬ 
ing too, and rushed next door to

lady, who lived alone, and when 
Holly looked through the letter¬ 
box, she saw she had fallen at the 
top of her stairs. 

Max, who had followed his 
mum out of the house with the 
phone in his hand, said: “Mum¬ 
my, mummy we need to dial 999, 
we need an ambulance.” 

Holly dialled 999 and both the 
ambulance service and police at¬ 
tended. She said: “Maxis obsessed 
with police cars, ambulances and 
fire engines but I didn’t think for 
one minute he’d know what to do 
in a real emergency.” 

Their neighbour was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s, where she was re¬ 
ported to have recovered well. As 
well as his award, Max also won a 
Playmobile bundle. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: 
“Well done to Max who demon¬ 
strated maturity beyond his years 
when he heard a neighbour in 
distress. His actions meant that 
medical help was quickly ar¬ 
ranged for his elderly neighbour.”

Since it was set up on the initiative 
of the government in 1978, Motability, 
the UK's leading car scheme for 
disabled people, has provided millions 
of people with affordable, convenient, 
trouble-free motoring through the 
provision of a new car. 

Powered wheelchairs and scooters 
can also be financed through the 
scheme, and Motability's car and 
wheelchair schemes currently provide 
freedom and independence to more 
than 620,000 disabled people and 
their families, across the UK. 

The scheme is directed and 
overseen by Motability, a national 
charity which also raises funds and 
provides financial help to customers 


who would otherwise be unable to 
join the Scheme. 

HOW MOTABILITY WORKS 
As a unique and successful 
collaboration of the public and 
private sectors, the Motability scheme 
enables disabled people to use 
their government-funded mobility 
allowances to lease a new car, 
powered wheelchair or scooter.
